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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach or suggest a composition comprising methylal, light hydrotreated petroleum distillate, 
ethanol and citrus fragrance. Additionally, the prior art fails to teach the specified concentration 
limits. In an interview with Mr. Steven Webb, on 1/1 1/2005, the examiner suggested amending 
the dependent claims in independent form in order to place the application in condition for 
allowance. The examiner indicated that claim 59 would not be allowable. Suggestions were also 
made to correct the 1 12 second paragraph issues.
